ousinesslike manner. A sentence 
of fifteen years in prison for one 
of the miscrennts who participated 
as in this olevated protrraninae of 
tlie nia.ster assassins is pitifully 
inadequate, althuut^h it would, of 
coarse, b» more desirable to bag 
larger game and guiltier men than 
the mere handlers of the dynamite.

Cashiers to Be HeM 

RespMtme rir Oveririffts. 

-V meeting of the Lexington 
Clearinir House Association was 
called al the request of >iational 
Bank Examiner Percy H. John- 
son. .\ circidar from Lawrence 
(). .Miirniy, Comptroller of v^ur- 
rency, United States Treasury De- 
partment, on the subject of over- 
drafts, was prtsented. In it at- 
tention is calli'd to the fact that 
the National liank Act is silent on 
the subject of overdrafts, but that 
the Supreme C^ourt of the United 
States had uiven an opinion in 1 
Peters, page 71, that an overdraft 
whenever given by cashier, was at 
his own peril and upon the re- 
sponsiliilitv of himself and his 
sureties. The quotation is as fol- 
lows: 

**A usage to allow customers to 

overdraw, and to have their checks 
and notes charged up, without 
present funds in the bank— strip- 
ped of all technical disguise, the 
usage and practice, tii us attempted 
to be sanctioned, is a usaire and 
practice to misapply tlie funds of 
the bank; and to connive at the 
withdrawal of the same, without 
any seeiirity, in favor of crrtain 
privileged persons. Such a usage 
and practice is surely manifest de- 
parture from the duty, both of the 
directors and cashier, and cai'iiot 
receive any countenance in a court 
of justice. It could not be sup- 
ported by any vote of tlie direc- 
tors, liowever formal; and, there- 
fore, whenever done by the cash- 
ier, is at his own peril, and upon 
the responsil)ility of himself and 
his sureties. It is aiiyliiinir Itiit 
well aud truly executing his duties 
as cashier."

State's Veterinarians Seek More 
Protection. 

A bill has been drawn up b.v the 
Kentucky Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation and will be introduced at 

tlie comiiii! Le^ii.slalure for enact- 
ment into a law. The bill is simi- 
lar to one iutroduced ai the last 
session, bin lias been retiaed and 
corrected, iiol iiuliKiiny any fuze 
of the tuberculosis question. It 
has for its purpose, to place the 
veterinary practice in Kentiick.v i: 
the hiind.s of coinpoteiit tuid cdii 
ciited men, and thereby elevate the 
professiou. It provides amont; 
odier thiniis for a board of veteri- 
nary medical e.vHminers; compels 
(lie issuance of licen.ses to prac- 
liotiers, together with the re^jistra- 
tion of these licenses, and provides 
a penalty l)y line or by jail sent 
ence, or both, for violation of the 
act. 

The appointment of (he board 
is left within the haiMls of the 

'tovc rnor who shall announce Ids 
selection within thirty days utter 
the passatte of the ad. The board 
is to consist of four members, who 
shall be persons of recojrnized 
professional ability and jjraduates 
of a school of veterinary medi- 
cine, surofery or dentistry, recoar- 
nized liy the .Vmerican Veterinary 
Medical Association, and who shall 
have practiced veterinajry medi- 
cine for five years preceding ap- 
|)ointineiit. 

The term of ollice for the board, 
as provided in the bill, is to be, 
one for one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, and one 
for f(»ur years, or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. Com- 
mencinff with 1909, members of 
the board will be appointed for 
four years. Each nie!nl)er is to 
receive $10.0U for each day's work, 
toflfether with necessary (raveling 
expenses. 

This board is to meet the tirsi 
Monday in August of each year, 
cororaencinff with Auffust 1912. 
and is to examine all persons de- 
si riii<r to practice veterinary sur- 
gery. Tiie bill exempts from its 
provisions every person who is a 
graduate of a veterinary school 
recotrni/ed by the boanl, and also 
every person who has practiced 
veterinary surgery in the Com- 
monwealth for five years. Thife 
class may receive a license tc 
practise as provided by the bill, 
with examination and a fee of 
$10.00. 

The bill makes the following ex 
emptions: Persons gratuitously 
treating animals in cases of emer- 
Hencv, provided they do not rep- 
resent to i)e veterinarians; persons 
in rural districts or small town 
where the services of a registered 
veterinarian are not obtainable, 
provided they have the written 
CDiiseiil of the Board of Veterinary 
Examiners; student practicing un- 
der preceptors; veterinarians in 
the United States Army or Bureau 
of .Vniniiil Industry; veterinarians 
in other States meeting those oi 
this State in consultation; veter- 
inarians residing in other States, 
provided they do not establish au 
otiice in tliis State. 

The need of such a law is un- 
(piestioned, its (ieoriria, Texas and 
Colorado in llieir last session utis 
sed similar bills, and it is hoped 
Kentuclty will duplicate their 
wisdom.

Short Courses in Agriculture. 

On the Second da.v of Januar.y, 
1912, the College of Agriculture 
of tbe State Uniyersity will begin 
its farmers' courses or short 
courses in agriculture. The Kist 
week of this time will be desig- 
nated Farmers' Week. The time 
■will be consumed by the annual 
conventions of the various live 
stock breeders' associations, in- 
cludinir the dairy and beef cattle, 
swine, sheep and horse, the annual 
meeting of the State Horticultural 
Society and the Corn Growers' 
Association. Each of these as- 
sociations will deyote one day to 
their program, some of the con- 
ventions running simultaneously 
in different rooms. 

This week affords the best pos- 
sible opportunity, not only to hear 
an interesting and instructive 
program by practical and profes- 
sional men o( State and nation- 
wide reputation, but also an op- 
portunity ^0 meet h large majority 
of the most successful farmers and 
stockmen of oar Stitte. Not only 
will the farmer find the week 
spent at the college pleasant and 
profitable, but also his wife and 
daaghter will find that special ar- 



rangements have been made for 
them in the way of instruction in 
honsehold economics. Lectures, 
demonstrations and practical ex 
ercises in cooking, sewing, home 
decoration and other matters per- 
taining to the home wHl be treated. 

During Farmers' Week the 
State Corn Show will be held, 
with a large number of classes for 
both the adult and boys' depart- 
ments, and a most attractive 
premium list is offered. At the 
same time there will be held the 
State Dairy Show, with exhibits 
of milk and cream of both certi- 
fied and market classes, and but- 
ter made at the creamery and on 
the ftirm, each in its class. A 
separate premium list will be of- 
fered for the various classes, mak- 
ing it well worth while to com- 
pete in any of them. The State 
Horticultural Society is also ar- 
ranging for an elaborate exhibit. 
Special folders giving informa- 
tion concerning each of these de- 
partments will be mailed totny 
one on requost. 

Reduced rates have been secured 
over all the railroad lines to put 
it within the meant of a larger 
number to attend. 

Immediately following Farmers' 



Week will como the regular Win- 
ter Short Course in Agriculture, 
intended for the practical farmer 
who cannot leave his farm to take 
any of the regulnr college courses. 
This course continues until the 
middle of March, treating practi- 
cal farm problems and operations 
in a .scientific manner The time 
was selected during the winter in 
order that it might be possible for 
the farmer to leave his work, 
winch would not be the case if the 
work were conducted in the sum- 
mer. 

The facilities for teaching are 

perhaps as good at the Kentucky 
Agricultural College as at any 
other place in the country, es- 
pecially in the case of live stock 
and dairying. Among the sub 
jects treated will be agronomy, or 
general field crops, animal hus- 
bandry, diseases of live stock, 
farm and home sanitation, includ- 
ing dairy bacteriology, farm dairy- 
ing and dairy management, bot- 
any; horticulture in its yarious 
phases, economic entomology or 

the stady of injurioua and bene- 
ficial insects, road construction 

and maintenance, ffiriii law, 
weather forecasting and farm ac- 
counts.
